How­ 
ever. over 500 of the proposed new 
provisions of this act were thrown 
out before it became law and 
there are still parts that could 
stand improvement, so many au­ 
thorities believe that 1955 w ill see 
extensive revisions made. 


Anyway, we have to pay our 1954 


taxes under this 1954 tax law, 
and we are going to find that it is 
giving us a break in many wrays. 
The low'est tax rate last year was 
22.2%. Tliis year it is 20%, a re­ 
duction of approximately 10%. It 
is up to us to take the fullest pos­ 
sible advantage of the new relief 
provisions in this law. The House 
W ays and Means Committee has 
.stated, “The purpose has been to 
remove inequities, to end harass­ 
ment of the taxpayer and to re­ 
duce tax barriers to future ex­ 


pansion or production and em­ 
ployment.”

Church 'G am bling' 


A hundred Pro*test ant ministers 
and laymen went on record Tues­ 
day as being “ unalterably opposed 
to the legalizing of gambling by 
religious and charitable organiza­ 
tions” at a legislative conference 
in the Senate chambers at Sac­ 
ramento.

sponsored by the commission on 
legislation and public morals of 
the Northern California and Ne­ 
vada Council of Churches. 
Serving on the three-man re­ 
solutions committee which drew 
up the six-point formula was the 
Rev. Robert K . Menzel, pastor of 
Peace Lutheran Church, M ill V al­ 
ley. The M arin clergyman attend­

Church—Missouri Synod in this 
area. 
Another M arin clergyman, rep­ 
resenting the Presbyterian Synod 
of California, was the Rev. Dr.

W E IS S IC H S IL E N T 
Dist Atty. W illiam O. Weissich, 
who attended the conference as an 
observer at the Invitation of the 
Rev. Menzel, declined yesterday 
to give his opinions on legalizing 
'‘charity” gambling. 
Bu t as the law stands in the 
books, he pointed out, such things 
as bingo and raffle are violations, 
whether they are sponsored by 
church, charity or any other group 
or individual. Weissich said the 
law reads that way, but he has 
no statements or opinions to make 
on how or if such games should 
be controlled.

Mayes felt that some liberali­ 
zation would mean a continuing 
demand for softer law's and attri­ 
buted New Jersey’s successful ex­ 
perience to creation of a new en­ 
forcement agency. 


Assistant A t t o r n e y General 
Henry A Dietz was reminded that 
his boss, Edmund G. (Pat) Brown 
recently “ seemed to favor a change 
in the law’” when he issued a pub­ 
lic statement saying “ I ’d rather 
see a law repealed than to see law 
enforcement officers let it be vio­ 
lated . .

Epilepsy Cure: 


Half Of Child's 


Brain Removed

LO S A N G ELES (A”)— A Philadel­ 
phia surgeon disclosed today he 
has 
been 
successfully 
treating 
stubborn cases of epilepsy 
and 
similar kinds of fits by removing 
half of the brains of children. 
One side or the other of the 
brain is taken out and the cavity 
is filled with a salt wrater solu­ 
tion. .Eventually body tissues ab­ 
sorb the solution and half the 
skull remains empty. 


S T IL L B R A IN Y ’ 
The youngsters do not lose any 
of their intelligence and their fits 
and antisocial behavior disappear, 
said Dr. Eugene P. Spitz, of chil­ 
drens Hospital, Philadelphia. 


Dr. Spitz made the report for 
delivery to the Radiological So­ 
ciety of Nprth America, organiza­ 
tion of specialists who work w’ith 
X-rays and other forms of radia­ 
tion. The operation is made pos­ 
sible by X-ray pictures showing 
which half of the brain is affected. 
This surgical feat is not new 
but it had been tried heretofore 
only in a limited way. Dr. Spitz 
reported on 16 such operations. 
Not all of his little patients lived. 
But in every case, he said, the 
seizures stopped immediately. 


D RU G S H ELPED 
Borne of the newer drugs can 
control effecetively 85 per cent of 
these afflictions, which are known 
medically as convulsive seizures. 
But the other 15 per cent remain 
in serious trouble. They not only 
have fits but some of them be­ 
have violently. Dr. Spitz told of 
one who attacked a playmate with 
a butcher knife. Others were sadis­ 
tic, disobedient or unduly aggrs- 
sive. 
In 
children 
with 
uncontrol­ 
lable kind of seizures there is pro­ 
gressive deterioration of the men­ 
tality and the nervous system. Dr. 
Spitz 
reported. 
The 
condition 
shows up in an X-ray as a sub­ 
normal development of one side of 
the brain.

Finn Twins Win Back 


Plane U.S. Had Claimed 


LO S A N G ELES oP>—’The scrap­ 
py Pam twins have won a federal 
court ruling that they are legal 
owners of a C46 war surplus trans­ 
port plane, climaxing a two-year 
legal battle in which they: 


Confused 
prosecutors by their 
identical looks, one going to jail 
several days for refusing to tell 
his name while the other stood 
guard over their plane. 


Handcuffed a United States at­ 
torney in a citizens’ arrest for al­ 
legedly violating their constitu­ 
tional rights by holding the plane.

If You Wan t Action In State 
Legislature, See Solons No w 


This is the time of year that everyone is 


busy. There is so much to do, what with 


Christmas nearly here, the end of the year 
following closely thereon, and the scores of 


social, family and business details which 


each entails. 
Yet there is something else which persons 


interested in their government should re­ 


member. Starting on January 3 is the bi an­ 


nual meeting of the state legislature. Our 


legislators will meet for the general session 


in which more things are done to affect 


us in our daily lives than practically any 


other single event. 
There are many persons in Marin who 


sav to themselves, “ W h y doesn’t the state do 


something about that?" W ell, now is the 


time to do it. 
The thing that should be done is to bring 


the situation you are concerned with to the 


attention of either your assemblyman, Rich­ 


ard H. McCollister of Sleepy Hollow*, or 


your senator, Jack McCarthy of San Ra­ 


fael. 
There is an urgency about such matters. 


Legislators are not allowed to introduce leg­ 


islation all through the six month session. 


Only in the month of January, with one ex­ 


ception, are they able to put new* laws into 
the legislative mill. In the one month more 


than 5000 new* bills will “ drop into the 


hopper." You can imagine the scramble, 
contusion 
and competition. In order to 


properly prepare bills for introduction, it is 


advisable to give your legislator as much 


time as possible. 


Only exception to the January introduc­ 


tion deadline is what are called spot bills. 


Lach legislator has only two of these. They 


become rare and precious things as the ses­ 


sion nears its close. Sometimes they become 


so valuable they are used for bargaining 


purposes. Trying to get a legislator to use 


one of his two spot bills for some matter 


in which you are interested is an added sales 


job you do not have to undertake. 


It seems logical to use the time you have 


left to get your legislator interested in your 


suggestions. Tim e is growing short, and 


there won’t be another general session for 


another two years. 


A Sacred Year Comes To An End 


End of the Marian Year of 1954 was cel­ 


ebrated yesterday by a solemn “ I e Deum’’ 


at the Basilica of St. Mary Major in Rome. 


The Year was instituted to mark the centen­ 
ary of the Dogma of the Immaculate Con­ 


ception, proclaimed by Pope Pius IX on 


Dec. 8, 1854. 


The Church had long taught the Immac­ 


ulate Conception of the Virgin as a doctrine. 
After the doctrine became a dogma, belief 


became obligatory. 


The Papal Bull, “ Ineffabilis Deiis,” of 


Dec. 8, 1854, declared that henceforth the 


doctrine was “ to be firmly and steadfastly 
believed by all the faithful.” Similarly, the 


physical Assumption of Mary had long been 


taught as doctrine before being proclaimed 


as dogma by Pius X I I on Nov. 1, 1950. 


Pius X II, whose coronation took place on 


Mar. 12, 1939, created more United States 


Cardinals than did any of his predecessors. 
And when he canonized Mother Frances 


Xavier Cabrini on July 7, 1946, a U.S. citi­ 


zen became a Saint of the Church for the 


first time. W hen tlte Pope created 32 new* 


cardinals on Feb. 12, 1946—many vacancies 
had been left uniilled because of the war— 


the majority of the College of Cardinals be­ 


came non-Italian instead of Italian. 


W e were pleased and thankful that the 


Pope’s life was spared during his recent 


serious illness so that he could witness the 


conclusion of this sacred year. 


Day Dedicated To Human Rights 


Tomorrow is Human Rights Day, mark­ 


ing the sixth anniversary of the Declaration 


of Human Rights by the U .N . General As­ 


sembly on Dec. 10, 1918. 1 he Declaration 


lists various rights to which e\ery human 


being is entitled. 
Among them are the ones specified in our 


Bill of Rights appended to the original Con­ 
stitution. Among the others are freedom 


from discrimination—freedom of thought— 
education—ownership of property—equality 


before the law* and in marriage—equal pay 


for equal work—economic security and an 


adequate standard of living. 
The Declaration was adopted without any 


dissenting votes although eight of the U .N . 


HAL BOYL E'S C O L U M N 


states refrained from voting. The eight in­ 
cluded all five in the Soviet bloc, which 


called the Declaration inadequate because, 


if vou please, it failed to condemn fascism. 


The Declaration is simply a statement of 
ideals for which to strive, not a treaty sub­ 


ject to enforcement. A separate treaty has 


been drawn up embodying its tenets, but 


the United States has made no move to 


sign this because of fears that it could be 


used to interfere in what are properly our 


own domestic affairs. 


Tomorrow* is a day on which we can be 


thankful for having so many of these hu­ 


man rights, while wishing the entire world 


had the same.

M arin residents and Bay Area 
conservationists are up in arms 
about 
the 
proposed 
funicular 
railw ay which a group of private 
individuals recently proposed to 
build up the slopes of 
our 
Mt. 
Tamalpais. 
Not only would the railway be 
disfiguring to the mountain, but 
the highly prohibitive cost would 
eventually leave it to rust from 
disuse when it would be aban­ 
doned for lack of use. 
As an example I cite the fol­ 
lowing: In Los Angeles County, 
in an area now part of the A n ­ 
geles National Forest, sometime 
in the late 1880’s or early 1890’s, 
a M r. Lowe built a combination 
hotel and tavern back in one of 
the canyons some hiking miles 
west of Mt. Wilson. The Pacific 
Electric Railw ay ran the big red 
cars out to Altaaena where pas­ 
sengers went up the incline ra il­ 
way and then boarded more tour­ 
ist-type open cars that went the 
rounds of the mountain to the 
tavern. It was a famous spot and 
had 
many 
visitors 
until 
the 
1920’s. 
Business fell off. The Angeles 
Crest Highway was completed in 
part and people could drive up 
to Mt. Wilson and see more there 
than in a tavern-hotel secluded 
in a mountain canyon. In 1936 a 
fire destroyed the tavern and it 
was never rebuilt. The old in ­ 
cline railway, a 
scar 
on

mountainside 
and 
visible 
for 
miles (before smog) and the line 
of the railway around the moun­ 
tain are still there. 
Funicular railways in parts of 
Switzerland and in Japan, where 
there are no 
roads, 
are 
fine. 
There is a road to the top of Mt.

Tam alpais and

who 
could drive in a carload for only 
the cost of gas up to the top of 
a mountain wouldn't get on a 
railway to ride up at a cost of 
a $1 a head.

New Traffic Signals Check 
Cars In Whole Area Of City 
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N E W Y O RK VP)— I t ’s a bigger 
Christmas in traffic 
jams 
too. 
More traffic 
in 
store 
aisles 
means more tieups on the streets 
— and there are more cars than 
ever this year to get stuck at in ­ 
tersections. 


Electronic engineers are busily 
tackling 
the 
traffic 
officer's 
problems. First they thought up 
use of radar to clock speedsters 
on the open stretches of streets 
and highways. 


Next, in spots 
where 
traffic 
sometimes only crawls, if that, 
electronics thought up a scheme 
of using radar to report changes 
in volume of approaching tra f­ 
fic and to time the red lights ac­ 
cordingly. 


Now the engineers are coming 
up with still another idea—using 
those mechanical brains to clock 
and map changing traffic condi­ 
tions and then more or less auto­ 
m atically change traffic signals 
over whole sections of the cities 
to accommodate sudden and un-* 
predictable shifts in the flow of 
traffic, or such jams as occur at 
shift-changing time at factories. 
The automatic signal division 
of Eastern Industries at Norwalk, 
Conn., is offering what it calls 
an electro-matic 
master 
cycle 
and off-set selector system. This 
is an electronic computing gadget 
only 19 inches long. 7 inches high 
and 12 inches deep 
The gadget receives a steady 
stream of 
traffic 
information, 
mechanically reported from many 
intersections, which it files in 
its electric brain. The company 
engineers say the device then au-

The most impressive, forceful 
and decisive exercise 
of

dential leadership since

dent Eisenhower has been in the 
W h ite House— that, I think, is a 
careful estimate of

dent’s use of 
his 
latest 
press 
conference. 
Eisenhower 
knew 
what 
he 
wanted to do, what he needed to 
do, what he was determined to 
do. He did not thump his desk. 
He did not raise his voice — but 
his words carried 
around 
the 
whole free world. 
His purpose: to turn the mind 
and mood of the nation from the 
truculent call of some blockade- 
m i n d e d , break-relations-with- 
Russia-minded politicians to 
a 
course of poise and restraint. 


HF. W A N TE D to make it clear 
at home and abroad that while 
America will not buy an end to 
the cold war by 
appeasement 
and w ill not, as he said, “ pur­ 
chase favor at the cost of prin­ 
ciple,” we will seek peaceable so­ 
lutions first— always. 
He needed to place his own 
counsel powerfully and persuas­ 
ively before the American people 
if the country was to have a 
clear choice of whether to fol­ 
low the 
bidding 
of 
Senator 
Knowland or the leadership of 
the President. 


E IS E N H O W E R put the alter­ 
native frankly and simply. He 
did not even wait for questions 
but went to the heart of his 
thinking in a 
15 -minute 
talk 
with the correspondents — a talk 
carefully thought through, but 
unwritten except for a few notes 
on a pad of paper. 
He was determined not to al­ 
low Communist “ goading” to di­ 
vide us among ourselves and sep­ 
arate us from 
our 
allies 
by 
tempting the United States, the 
strongest of free nations, into 
unwise and precipitate action. 
I have never seen Eisenhower 
calmer, quieter, more the master 
of his own 
purpose— and, 
one 
might say, of his ow*n house. He 
was acting fully on his own in ­ 
stincts, 
carrying 
out 
his own 
judgment and while there were 
no personalities in what he said, 
he did not mute his views to 
shun personality. 
Part of the force of Eisenhow­ 
er’s views came from his candor. 


He remarked 
how 
“ easy” 
it 
would be for the President “ to 
adopt a truculent, publicly bold, 
almost insulting attitude” in face 
of various Communist provoca­ 
tions. And he implied how easy 
— and reckless— it would be for 
the President to lead the coun­ 
try into a truculent, let's-go-to- 
war attitude. 


TH E P R E S ID E N T encouraged 
all Americans to 
face 
in 
the 
other direction—resolutely. 
“ The hard way,” he said, ‘'is 
to have the courage to be pa­ 
tient.” 
Let there be no doubt about it. 
President Eisenhower is openly 
countering what he deeply be­ 
lieves the riskful. reckless, un­ 
productive proposals of the Re­ 
publican leader of the Senate, 
Knowland. 
And last week the W hite House 
utilized its resources competently. 
First was 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Dulles’ exposition of administra­ 
tion foreign policy in a nation­ 
wide radio and TV speech. Then 
the President moved 
his 
usual 
Wednesday press conference to 
Thursday so that Dulles’ Tues­ 
day afternoon press conference 
would have no competition the 
next day. 


D U L L E S opposed a blockade of 
Red China as an answer to the 
Communists sentencing 
of 
13 
Americans to prison as spies and 
announced a defense pact with 
Chiang Kai-shek for the defense 
of Formosa. And then Eisenhow­ 
er took over the next day, initi­ 
ating a direct-quotation discus­ 
sion which most correspondents 
considered to be the President at 
his best. 
I have no doubt, myself, that 
the Congress and the country are 
overwhelmingly behind the Presi­ 
dent in the patient, but firm and 
upright position he took and will 
continue to take. W h at Eisen­ 
hower is saying is that he is not 
going to lead the United States 
into war: that while he will not 
shrink from war if war is neces­ 
sary to resist Communist aggres­ 
sion, he w ill not angrily, emo­ 
tionally or impatiently, turn to 
war as the solution to anything. 
It seems almost certain that 
the President has 
ended 
Sen. 
Know land’s “ great debate” be­ 
fore it got seriously started.

The city 
ho p ed fo r the fo rmatio n o f a 
y acht clu b to assu re the fu tu re 
o f the en larged harb o r an d was 
gratified when a gro u p o f y achts­ 
men , headed b y Bill Mu rray , met 
at the First Natio n al Ban k to dis­ 
cu ss p lan s fo r su ch an o rgan iza­ 
tio n . The men who atten ded this 
meetin g were C. A. Blan k, R. J- 
Jo hn so n , Fred Wo o ds, E. K. Lu hrs, 
Sy lv io Ru ffin o , Claren ce Delfin o 
C. C. Wo rth. Hen ry W u lb ern an d 
Fran k Stu rken . Stu rken an d Del­ 
fin o p rex ied the gro u p while a 
charter was drawn u p an d an elec­ 
tio n held In 1939 b o th tasks were 
acco mp lished with fu ll slate o f o f­ 
ficers, co mmo do red b y Fred Wo o ds. 
Their p ro gram in clu ded adv an ce­ 
m en t o f the In terests o f y achtin g 
in the waters adjacen t to San R a­ 
fael an d Marin Co u n ty , estab lish­ 
m en t o f a ju n io r (u n der 21) mem­ 
b ership . as well as sen io r, ap p o in t­ 
m en t o f the u su al y acht clu b co m­ 
mittees, (p o rt, p en n an t, memb er­ 
ship , e tc ) an d settin g o f du es, 
$1.00 y early lo r ju n io rs an d $2.00 
fo r sen io rs. This last item has 
b een b o o sted u p to $9.00. 
San Rafael Yacht Club was no w 
o rganized legally and financial­ 
ly , but had no club ho use.

Million-Dollar Bond 
Set For Ross Sewer 


Marin County Sanitary District 
No. 1, serving upper Ross Valley, 
will hold a $980,000 bond election 
on Jan. 25 to repair its old and 
overloaded sewTer mains. 
A decision to hold the bond elec­ 
tion was made last night during 
and adjourned meeting of district 
directors who felt the existing 
trunk lines are old, undersized and 
in poor condition. 
If the bonds are approved, said 
District 
Manager 
Art 
Shearer, 
“the trunk lines would be the 
first thing we’d repair. Later on, 
w'e’U enlarge the existing treat­ 
ment plant, and 
add 
another 
pumping station.” 
The bond issue could add an­ 
other 25 cents a year to the dis­ 


trict’s current tax rate of 32 cents 
for each $100 of assessed property 
valuation. 
“But,” said 
Shearer, 
“our rate is the lowest in Marin 
and about the lowest in the state 
for districts of our size.” 
Last night’s vote on the bond 
election was the second for the 
district directors. Originally, the 
board planned to hold the elec­ 
tion during the general election in 
November but dropped the idea 
in the face of unsuccessful bond 
and tax drives in Marin school 
districts. 
Shearer said the cities and un­ 
incorporated areas in the district 
have had “phenomenal” growth 
in the postwar years and the ex­ 
isting trunk lines are overloaded.

Previously, directors had alleged 
that due to the age of the pipes, 
a large amount of storm drainage 
was seeping in the pipes and over­ 
working the system. 
Shearer did not say where the 
additional pumping plant will be 
placed and explained that the 
treatment plant can now ade­ 
quately handle the amount of sew­ 
age “but must be enlarged in the 
future.” . 
Although the district does not 
include the cities of Larkspur and 
Corte Madera, sewage from the 
twin cities is treated by the dis­ 
trict’s treatment plant.

She continued, "I am proud to 
say that my years of experience

Three major plans for re­ 
ducing tolls on the Golden 
Gate Bridge were presented to 
the Bridge Finance Committee 
this morning. 
All members of the Bridge 
Board of Directors were pres­ 
ent as the committee received 
these proposals: 
1. That the 40-cent cash toll be 
reduced immediately to 35 cents on 
a six-mont^is trial basis with sub­ 
sequent five-cent reductions a* 
experience proves them possible. 
2. Retention of the 40-cent cash 
toll, but inclusion of a 60-cent 
round trip toll, a $5 20-trip book, 
and an $8 40-trip book. This would 
give a 40-cent trip to the casual 
user, 30-cent trip to the round 
trip user, and 25 and 20-cent com­ 
muter tickets. 
3. Immediate reduction of the 
toll to 25 cents, with 40-trip book« 
costing $5, and 20-trip books cost­ 
ing $2.50. 
The committee took no action 
on the proposal this morning and 
adjourned 
shortly 
after 
noon. 
Chairman William D. Hadeler in­ 
dicated it would meet again, prob­ 
ably next week to come to some 
conclusion.

That'll Help Many Citizens

Once again it is time to start 
thinking of what we can do thia 
year to reduce our income taxes. 
We have a new tax law* that is a 
whopper. The bill, the hearings 
and the Com­ 
mittee reports 
have grown to 
over 8000 pages 
o f 
c l o s e l y 
printed matter. 
This 
m a k e s 
previous b i l l s 
seem like short 
s h o r t stories 
and “Gone With 
th e Wind” a 
short evening’s 
entertainment.

This law re­ 
moves many of the inequities that 
were in the old law and adds 


many of the relief measures we 
needed for so many years. How-* 
ever, over 500 of the proposed new 
provisions of this act were thrown 
out before it became law and 
there are still parts that could1 
stand improvement, so many au- 
thorities believe that 1955 will see 
extensive revisions made. 
Anyway, we have to pay our 19o4 
taxes under this 1954 tax law, 
and we are going to find that it is 
giving us a break in many ways. 
The lowest tax rate last year was 
22.2*0. This year it is 20%, a re­ 
duction of approximately 10%. It 
is up to us to take the fullest pos­ 
sible advantage of the new relief 
provisions in this law. The House 
Ways and Means Committee has 
stated, “The purpose has been to 
remove inequities, to end harass­ 
ment of the taxpayer and to re­ 
duce tax barriers to future ex 


pansion oi production and em­ 
ployment.-'

that there is nothing sinister in so 
arranging ones affairs so as to 
keep taxes as low as possible

•harges of interfering with the 
ederal officer they handcuffed. 
George and Charles Finn. 40. 
lave been grabbing headlines since 
he plane was seized by the gov­ 
ernment at Scotty s Death Valley 
urstrip after they had flown it 
from Bakersfield in an attempt to 
-lide it from federal officials. 
U.S. District Judge W illiam C. 
bathes ordered 
the government 
yesterday to return the plane in 
[he same condition as w'hen it vas 


seized. 
The judge ruled further that the 
government must pay the twins 
$50,000 if the craft is not returned 
—and pay the Finns $15 a day 
rental since the plane's seizure 
Sept. 15. 1952. The rental would 
approximate $15,000. 
The twins announced they want 
the 
transport 
rather 
than 
the 


$50,000. 
The plane originally was bought 
for a nominal sum by the Vineland 
school 
district 
near 
Bakersfield 
from the W a r Assets Adm inistra­ 
tion for use as a classroom. When 
it no longer needed the craft, the 


district sold it to the Finns. 
Seizing the plane, the govern­ 
ment sued to regain title. It al­ 
leged that under terms of the sale 
it could be used only for a class­ 
room or re-sold for scrap. 
Judge Mathes ruled that under 
California law the school district 
acquired full title to th f plane and 
had the right to sell it. He also 
held that terms of the government 
sale, 
limiting 
re-sale, 
conflicted 
with federal statutes on war sur­ 


plus.

There is an urgency about such mattcis. 
Legislators are not allowed to introduce leg* 


islation all through the six month session. 
Only in the month of January, with one ex­ 
ception, are they able to put new laws into 
the legislative mill. In the one month more 
than 5000 new bills will “drop into the 
hopper.” You can imagine the scramble, 
confusion and competition. In order to 
properly prepare bills for introduction, it is 
advisable to give your legislator as much 


time as possible. 


Only exception to the January introduc­ 
tion deadline is what are called spot bills. 
Each legislator has only two of these. They 
become rare and precious things as the ses­ 
sion nears its close. Sometimes they become 
so valuable they are used for bargaining 
purposes. Trying to get a legislator to use 
one of his two spot bills for some matter 
in which you are interested is an added sales 
job you do not have to undertake. 


It seems logical to use the time you have 


left to get your legislator interested in your 


suggestions. Tim e is growing short, and 
there won’t be another general session for 


another two years. 


A Sacred Year Comes To An End 
taught as doctrine before being proclaimed 
End of the Marian Year of 1954 was cel­ 
ebrated yesterday by a solemn ‘‘T e Deum 
at the Basilica of St. Mary Major in Rome. 
T he Year was instituted to mark the cctiien- 
*ry of the Dogma of the Immaculate Con­ 
ception, proclaimed by Pope Pius IX on 


Dec. 8, 1854. 


T h e Church had long taught the Immac­ 
ulate Conception of the Virgin as a doctrine. 
I After the doctrine became a dogma, belief 


became obligatory. 


The Papal Bull, “Ineffabilis Deus, 
of 


Dec. 8, 1854, declared that henceforth the 


doctrine was “to be firmly and steadfastly 
believed by all the faithful.” Similarly, the 
physical Assumption of Mary had long been 


as dogma by Pius X II on Nov. 1, 19o0. 
Pius XII, whose coronation took place on 
Mar. 12. 1939, created more United States 
Cardinals than did any ol his predecessors. 
And when he canonized Mother Frances 
Xavier Cabrini on July 7, 1946, a U.S. citi­ 
zen became a Saint of the Church for the 
first time. W hen the Pope created 32 new 
cardinals on Feb. 12, 1946-many vacancies 
had been left unfilled because of the war— 
the majority of the College.of Cardinals be­ 
came non-Italian instead ol Italian.

Tomorrow is H um an Rights Day, mark- 
ing the sixth anniversary of the Declaration 
of H um an Rights by the U.N. General As­ 
sembly on Dec. 10, 1948. T h e D e c la ra tio n 
lists various rights to which e\ery human 
being is entitled. 
Among them are the ones specified in our 
Bill of Rights appended to the original Con­ 
stitution. Among the others are freedom 
from discrimination-freedom of th o u g h t- 
education—ownership of property-equallty 
before the law and in m arriage-equal pay 
for equal work-economic security and an 
adequate standard of living. 
T he Declaration was adopted without anv 
dissenting votes although eight of the U.N. 


states refrained from voting. 1 lie eight in­ 
cluded all five in the Soviet bloc, which 
called the Declaration inadequate because, 
if you please, it failed to condemn fascism. 
T he Declaration is simply a statement of 
ideals for which to strive, not a treaty sub­ 
ject to enforcement. A separate treaty has 
been drawn up embodying its tenets, but 
the United States has made no move to 
sign this because of fears that it could be 
used to interfere in what are properiy our 


own domestic affairs. 
Tomorrow is a day on which we can be 
thankful for having so many of these hu­ 
man rights, while wishing the entire world

T h e gad g et receives a steady 
stream of 
traffic 
inform ation,

its electric brain. T he com pany 
engineers say the device then a u ­ 


tom atically determ ines th e m ost 
efficient operating p a tte rn for 
th e tra ffic signals to w hich it is 
connected. 
W hen th e volum e of traffic 
from th e east suddenly swells, 
tra ffic signals are tu rn ed to let 
it th ro u g h the intersection. As 
n o rthbound traffic volum e builds 
up, th e signals are changed to 
clear it and speed it on its way. 
E ngineers say th e com puter is 
set to disregard sh arp swings, 
how ever, b u t ra th e r to determ ine 
constantly th e average volum es 
and com pute th e m ost efficient 
signal changes.

LINGUISTICS

Interviews with Marin residents 
are under way this week as a part 
of a statewide project to compile 
a “linguistic Atlas of the Pacific 
Coast.”

State Files 
Suit For 
Alto Land 


Color Slides, Talk To Depict

The state this week filed a con­ 
dem nation suit in M arin Superior 
C ourt to acquire land around Alto 
intersection for the cloverleaf ex­ 
change expected to be started next 
year. 
The suit, People vs. Thom as B. 
D effebach Sr. of Mill Valley and 
about 24 other property owners 
as defendants, is a routine pro­ 
cedure by which land is acquired 
for public interest and necessity. 
The suit, filed by attorney Hollo­ 
way Jones of San Francisco, asks 
th e court to condem n th e various 
parcels of property around Alto 
and to fix a fair value on the 
properties. 
John S. Daniels, m etropolitan 
district right-of-w ay agent for the 
Division of Highways office in San 
Francisco, said yesterday th a t the 
highw ay division needs abcut 78 
different parcels of land on both 
sides of Highway 101 from the 
foot of W aldo to th e Alto in ter­ 
section. 
R ichardson Bay Bridge 
is a separate project and is not 
included. Of the 78 parcels needed, 
negotiations for 45 parcels are a l­ 
ready complete and the rest are 
still pending, Daniels said. 


He estim ated th a t the six-lane 
project from the W aldo to Alto 
would cost about one and one-half 
m illion dollars, not including the 
cost of land acquisition. Previous 
estim ates have placed the entire 
cost including land at about $2.5 
million. 


D aniels said the highway di­ 
vision hopes to advertise the pro­ 
ject for bids about April of next 
year.

As m atters stand, the candidates 
won’t know the election results— 
officially, th a t is—u ntil Jo rd a n s 
office finishes checking returns 
from the 58 counties around Dec. 


1.8. 
‘T h e said p art of it,” Jordan 
said in ai. interview, ‘‘is th a t we 
haven’t changed the m ethod of 
counting th e vote in 40-50 years, 
and we’re getting a bigger ballot 
all the tim e.” 
In the m eantim e, a m em ber of 
his staff relies on unofficial state­ 
wide returns, collected by T he As­ 
sociated Press w ith the coopera­ 
tion of C alifornia new spapers and 
county clerks, w hen people call in 
for election inform ation. 
T here is nothing in the law 
w hich requires county clerks or 
registrars of voters to sta rt count­ 
ing the vote right after the polls 
close. Nor does the election code 
specify when th e county officials 
m ust deliver the results of their , 
canvass to Sacram ento. 
The counties had until Nov. 19 
to complete their canvass, but as 
yet five have not forwarded the 
statem ents of vote. 
Jordan said the state could re ­ 
quire the counties to count the 
vote right after the polls close and 
maybe contribute funds to m eet 
election expenses. 
W ithout r.uch 
n m andate, m any county clerks 
close down their tabulation early 
on election night. 
The secretary of state called for 
am endm ent of the law to simplify 
the tabulating work of th e 22,000 
precincts. 
“At present the clerks tabulate 
the vote for each office on the 
ballot one a t a tim e,” he said. 
“W hy not tabulate the entire bal­ 
lot a t one tim e?” 
Jordan 
feels 
available 
voting 
m achines are not the answer to 
the problem of slow-poke election 
procedure. 
He has shown interest, however, 
in a new device which he said 
counts ballots a t the rate of 500 


to 600 a m inute. T here also is an | 
“electric eye” contraption he has 
not seen but which it is claimed 
will count 3 ,0 0 0 'ballots a m inute. 
Charles 
J. 
Haggerty, 
veteran 
deputy in charge of elections, said 
the official statem ent of vote is 
delayed, for one reason, because 
the vote from 55 of th e 58 coun­ 
ties has to be checked precinct 
by precinct. 
Los Angeles, San Diego and San 
M ateo use new business tabulating 
m achines and H aggerty accepts 
th eir totals w ithout a question. 
Errors pop up in returns from 
o th er counties quite frequently. 
“If we had all the retu rn s sent 
to us on tabulating m achine forms, 
we wouldn’t have to check them 
and we could get th e statem ent 
out m uch faster,” H aggerty said. 
He believes the election system 
would get a big lift m ore coun­ 
ties would sep a rai' th e regular 
and election duties of the county 
clerks. Only S an Francisco, Los 
Angeles and San Diego have reg­ 
istrars of voters. S an ta Clara will 
join the exclusive list in January.
